With the close, today, of the ballet 


boxes for the electidm of directors of two 
great insurance companies, the New York 
Life and the Mutual Life, of New York, 
it is absolutely certain that the admin- 
istration directors of both are overwhelm- 
ingly elected. While ‘the majority in 
favor of the administration ticket of the 
Mutual Life of New York ig not so 
much as with the other company, it is 
conceded that the administration ticket 
wins. : 

The victory of the administration in the 
ease of the New York Life is so over- 
wheilming as to put an end to all further 
interest in the official count. It is ace 
cepted on all sides, and the administra- 
tion officers are already being overwhelm- 
ed with congratulations. 

In the case of the Mutual Life, while 
the victory Of the administration is not 
as marked, it is no less certain. The 
effort to throw out the administration 
directors has been defeated, and it is only 
a question of majority. 


No Fight in Equitable. 

With the hundreds of thousands of 
votes polled,

Untemeyer’s Mistakes. 

As is well known, the fight against 
sthe administration both of the New York 
life and the Mutual Life was led by 
Samuel Untemever, a very distinguished 
lawyer of New 
known here for his business cunning. It 
was Untemeyer who organized the forces 
of the Internationa] Policy Holders’ Asso- 
elation, and led the fight against the ad- 
ministration tickets of both companies. 

It is now generally accepted that many 
mistakes were made in the 
movement, and that Untemeyer did not | 
play his side of the game for what it | 
was worth. It developed when too late 
to remedy the mistake, that several of | 
the directOrs named on the so-called pol- 
icy holders’ tickets were men who were 
absolutely without financial interest in 


either of the companies, not even being tonight.

Settles the Georgia Case. 


This decision settles the legality of 
the Georgia immigration scheme. 
The decision holds in brief, that, in 


c rcumstenees there is no violation 
immigration laws or of the lw 
to prohitdt the impartation of alien 
contract laborers in the actiOn of the 
State of South Carolina, in this paer- 
ticular case; in encouraging immigra- 
tioa to the state or in paying the extra 
expenses of the immigrants in coming 
to the state.

Georgia immigration society.

Ail of these aliens were induced to mi- 
grate to the United States by the state 
of South Carolina, the state acting 
through the medium of its commissioner 
of agriculture, commerce and immigra- 
tién, who went to Europe some time in Au- 
gust ‘for tie purpose of inducing desira- 
ble immigrants to come.to the state; the 
passage money of the aliens was paid by 
therstate from a fund, part of wihch was 
appropriated by the state and the balance 
being contributed Dy various corporations 
and individuals. This fund was expended 
a@lely iat the discretion of the state offi- 
cialis and not under the’ dfrection of the 
con tors. 

The ‘commissioner of immigration of 
South Carolina found: employment and 
distributed these aliens to various 
points in the state, and in so doing ex- 
ercised his. own judgment as to the 
person te whom, and the locations 
which the several aliens should be 
sent. The aliens were free to accept 
er reject any offers of employment 
made to them. 3 

‘The facts in this case were brought 
@. the attention of the secretary of 
commérce and labor by the immigra- 
tion officer at the port of Charleston, 
S. C.,:and he in return referred the 
matter to the solicitor of the depart- 
ment for his opinion as to whether or 


tnese aliens to the United 
States was a violation of the alien 
contract labor laws. The immigra- 
tion service was duly notified of the 
expected arrival of the immigrants in 
question and the right of such aliens 
to land was left to the determination 
6f the officers administration the fed-" 
eral immigration laws. 


The Right of a State. 

The. question of the right of a state 
under .the national immigration laws, to 
encourage imnivigration was raised by 
the officials of another southern state. 
Tt was referred to the department of 
commerce and labor. Realizing its im- 
portance, Secretary Metcalf referred the 
legal question irivoived to Solicitor Earl, 
of the department, for an opinion. Mr. 
Tarl considered very carefully the facts 
of the case in cennection with the stat- 
utes bearing upon it and arrived finally 
at the conclusion that there had been no 
violation of the national law by the au- 
thorities of South Carolina. 

The opinion of Solicitor Barl goes fully 
inte a. discussion of the law respecting 
immigration. Hé finds that ‘so far as the 
prohibition against assisting’ the impor- 
tation or migration of foreign laborers | 
by promise of employment through ade 
vertisements abroad is concerned, states 
and . territories are expressly excepted 
from the operation of the law.”

Near To Freezing. 

Telegrams began to pour in today, anJ 
when reports were in from over twenty 
towns, it was clear that the commissio.; 
had acted none too soon in, securing the 
promise of cooperation on the part of the 
coal companies and the railroads in re- 
neving distress, for in some localities 
farmers have been burning their fences 
and outbuildings and in other towns piles 
of valuable lumber were cut up into 
fuel to keep people from freezing. 

The farmers got into the inquiry later. 
They came in numbers from North Da- 
rota, and tolq the commission the story 
of the effect of the blockade upon tue 
price of wheat. They said prices have 
been depressed abnormally because ele- 
Vators were full; that wheat lay on the 
ground at many points: that there was

credit notes authorized by the bill may 
ce taken out for the issue without a 
deposit of Uniteg States bonds as now 
required by law. The notes will be of 
fcrm and denomination designated by 
the comptroller of the currency. 

If the measure be passed as reported by 
the house committee every national banx 
meeting the requirements of the bill will 
be permitted to issue emergency or credit 
currency in the sum or $37,500 for every 
$100,000 of its capital. It is maintained 
by the supporters of the bill that it will 
afford sufficient elasticity in the cur- 
rerecy to relieve the pressure for money 
which occurs at crop moving time, and 
in great emergencies. Bankers estimate 
the amount of additional currency which 
ine measure would afford at $200,000,009.

ET Inélose. herewith for your informe- 
tion. the final report made to me person- 
ally: ‘ay Secretary Metcalf on the situa- 
tion affecting. the Japanese in San Fran- 
cisco. The report deals with three mat~ 


“ters of oontrovérsy—first, the exclusion 


of the Japanese children from the San 
Francisco schools; second, the boycotting 
of Japanese restaurants, and, third, acts 
of violetice committed against the Japa- 


atter, IT call your 


especial aiies.— the very small num- 
ber of Japaricee children who attend 
school, to the testimony as to the bright- 
ness, cleanliness and good behavior of 
these Japanese children in the’ schools, 
and to ttie fact that, owing to their being 
g@cattered throughout the cityfi the ré- 
quirement for them all to goto one special 
school is impossible of fulfilment and 
means that they cannot have schoo] fa- 
cilities. Let me peint out further that 
“thefe woulda be no objection whatever to 
excluding from the schools any Japanese 
on the score of age. It is obvipusly not 
desirable that young men. should go to 
school with children. The Only point 
is the exclusion of the children them- 
selves. The number of Japanese chil- 
dren attending the public schools in’ San 
Francisco was very small. 


Suit Is Ordered. 


“The government has already dirgcted 


that suit be brought to test the constt- 
tutionality of the act in question; but 
my very earnest hope is that such will 
not ‘be necessary, and that as a matter 
of comity the citizens of San Francisco 

ill refuse to deprive these young Japa- 
vese children of education and will per- 
mit them to go to the schools. 

“The question as to the violence against 
the Japanese is most admirably put by 
Secretary Metcalf, and I have nothing to 
add to his statement. I am entirely confi- 
dent that, as Secr@tary Metcalf says, the 
overwhelming sentiment of the state ot 
California is for law and order, and for 
the protection of the Japanese in their 
persons and property. Both the chief of 
police and the acting mayor of San #ran- 
cisco assured e@cretary Metcalf that 
everything possible would be done to pro- 
tect the Japanese in the city. I author- 
ized and directed Secretary Metcalf to 
state that if there was failure to protect 
persons and property, then the entire 
power of the federal government within 
the limits of the constitution .would be 
used promptly and vigorously to enforce

university of Japan, one of the world's 
most distinguished scientists, was stonea 
by hoodiums, as was also Professor Y 
Nakamura, professor of architecture in 
the Imperial university at Tokio.

The Fatal Orders. 

Secretary. Metcalf’, report shows the 
beginning and provocation of the famous 
“separation”. act, ae fdlhows: 

“It seenis -that for several years the 
b0ard of education of San Francisco had 
been considering the adyisability of 
estabiishing separate school, for Chinese, 
Japanese and Korean children, and on 
May’6, 1906, passed the foliowing resolu- 
tion: ae : As ee 

‘Resolved, That tlie board of educa- 
tion ig determined in its efforts to 
effect the establishment ‘of separate 
sch8ols tor and Japanese 
pupils, not only for the purpose of 

relieving the -congestion at t 

prevailing in our schools, but also 

for the higher end that our children 
should not be placed in any position 
where their youthful Impressions may 
be affected by association with pupils 


of the Mongolian. race. 
“And on October It! the board passed 


the following resolution: 

‘Resolved, That, in accordance with 
article x, section 1662, of the scho®l 
lew of California, principals are here- 
by directéd to send all - Chinese. 
Japanese or Korean ehildren to the 
Oriental public school, situated on the 
south side of Clay street, between 
Powell and Mason streets, on and 
after Monday, OctOber 15, 1906 
“The action of the board in the passage 

of the resolutions of May 6,. 1905, and 
October i1, 1906, was undoubtedly iarge- 
ly influenced by the activity of the 
Japanese’ and Korean Exclusion League. 
an organization forr-ed for the purpose 
of securing the en:...ment by ‘the con- 
gress of the United States of a law ex- 
tending the provisions of thé éxisting 
Chinese exclusion act #0 as to exclude 
Japanese and Koreans. ‘The league claims 
a membership in the state of California 
of 78,500, three-fourth, of which mem-

bership is said to be in the city of San} 


Francisco. The membership is comp°sed 

almost entirely of menibers of labor or- 

ganizations, Section 2, article 2, of the 
constitution of the league is as follows: 
“The league as such shall not adopt 
any measures of discrimination 
against any Chinese, Japanese or 

Koreans now or hereafter «lawfully 

resident in the United States. 

“Yet, on October’ 22, 1905, at a meet- 
ing of the league held in San Francisco, 
as reported in The San Francisco Chron- 
icle of October 23, 1905, a resolution was 
adopted by the league instructing its 
executive committee to appear before the 
board of education and petition for sep- 


jarate schools for the Mongolian children 


of San Francisco.’’ 


The Boycott. 
The boycott, maintained 
weeks. was nominally though unofficially 
eonducted by the Cooks and Waiters’ 
Union. As a matter of fact, it appears 
to have been instigated at the urgings 
of the Exclusion League, mentioned in 
the foregoing. Following: is a specimen 
of the cases reported and methods em- 
nloved: 
“T personaliv interviewed the restau- 
rant keepers and took down their state- 
ments. George Sugihara, 4a restaurant 
keeper at 177 Third street, stated that 
the boycott commenced on October 3 and 
continued until October 24; that on the 
first day the boycotters distributed 
match boxes 6n which was written ‘White 
men and women, -patronize your .own 
race’’ that at about noon of the second 
day a large number of men came to his 
place of business and asked the people 
who were about to enter his restaurant 
not to patronize the Japanese restau- 
rants: that customers attempted to en- 
ter his place of business were sometimes 
restrained by force, and that blows were 
also struck: that on or about the 1/0th 
or 15th of the month the boycotters came 
three times a day—morning, noon 
evening; that sometimes they threw 
bricks and stones into his place; that 
one of the waiters asked them the reason 
why they did these things and they 
replied, ‘Ask the policeman; that it was 
very seldom that a policeman was seen 
on the scene; that he complained to the 
policeman on the beat; that sometimes 
the policeman spoke to the boycotters 
and appeared to be friendly with them; 
that whenever a policeman appeared who 
was unfriendly to the boycotters the 
boycotters left: that on one occasion 
when he asked the boycotters how long 
they intended to keep up the boycot, they 
replied, ‘Until. the end—until the Japa- 
nese give up their business, pick up their 
goods and return to the place whence 
they came.’ 


The Boycott Stopped. 
‘Before leaving San Francisco the con- 
informed me that W. 8. Stevenson

“G. N. Tsukamoto, 3500 “wenty- 
third street. I am proprietor of the 
Sunset City laundry. Soon after the 
earthquake the persecutions became 
intolerable. My drivers were constant- 
ly attacked on the highway, my place 
of business defiled by rotten eggs and 
fruit; windows were ‘smashed several 
times. I was forced to hire, on Sep- 
tember 6, two special policemen at 
great expense, and for fully two weeks 
was obliged to maintain the service. 
The miscreants are generally young 
men, !7 or !8 years old. Whenever 
newspapers attack the Japanese these : 
roughs renew their misdeeds with re- 
doubled e Pei 

“C. Obata, 1823 Sutter street. 1 
am an artist. On September 20, 1906, 
at about 1:46 p. m., on Sutter street 
between iPerce and Steiner, in front 
of the skating rink, as I was on my 
way’ home, I was attacked by about 
twelve young men, ranging from 16 to 
20° years of age. They beat me and 
threw bricks and stones at me. 1 
picked up a stick and started to go 
for them, and then they ran away, 
three of them falling down as they 
Tran. A special policeman came along 
@t this time, and the people told him 
that ¢ knocked three people over: s0 
he took me to the police court, where 
I was dismissed. This finisheg tne 
case. I was released on bail, as 1 
had been arrested for disturbing the 
peace.’’ « 

“T. ‘Kadono, 121 Haight street. ! 
ant a student and a member of the 
Japanese Young Men’s Christian As- 
sociation. On the Sth day of August, 
1906, on Laguna street, between 
Haight -nd Page streets, at 10:40 
a. m., On my way to church, I was at- 
tacked by about thirty people, men 
ranging from {5 to 26 years of age. 
They followed mie down the street ai 
beat me over the head and face with 
their fists. I trieg to resist them, but 
they were too strong for me. They 
made my nose bleed. I went to 8t. 
Thomas hospital for medical treat- 
ment. I complained to the superin- 
tendent of the Japanese Presdyterian 
mission and was advised by him not to 
make any complaint to the police. lL 
was laid up for a week on account of 
this attack. I have the blood-stained 
shirt. which 7] can produce if neces- 
Sary.”’ 

Metcalf’s Comment. 

“These attacks, so I am informed, with 
but one; éxception. were made when no 
policeman was in the immediate neigh- 
borhood. Most of them were made by 
boys and young men; many of them 
were vicious in character, and only one 
appears to have been made with a view 
of robbing the person attacked. All these 
assaults appear to have been made sub- 
sequent to the fire and earthquake in 
San Francisco, and my attention was not 
called to any assaults made prior to the 
i8th day of Apri, 1906.’’: 

“IT know that these assaults upon 
Japanese are universally condemned by 
all good § cifizens of California. For 
months the ‘citizens of San Francisco 
and Oakland have been terrorized by 
numerous murders,. assaufts and rota 
beries, both at day and night. The po- 


the 


lice have been powerless. The assaults 
upon the’ Japanese, however, were. not! 
made, in my judgment, with a view of | 
robbery, But fathér from a feeling of | 
racial hostility, stirred up possibly by | 
newspaper accounts of meetings that 
have been held at different times rela- 
tive to the exclusion of Japanese from 
the United . States. 

“The police records of San Francisco 
show that between May 6, 1906, and No- 
vember 5, 1906, 290 cases of assault, 
ranging from simple assaults to assaults 
with deadly weapons and assaults with 
murderous intent, were reported to the ; 
police of San Francisco. Of the number | 
s0 reported seven were for assaults com- 
mitted by Japanesq@ and two complaints 
were made against Japanese for disturb- 
ing the peace. The Japanese population 
in San Francisco is about 6,000. The to- 
tal population of San Francisco today 
is estimated to be between 325,000 and 
350,000. 

“While the sentiment of the state of 
California, as manifested by the public 
utterances of the Japanese and Korean 
Exclusion eague, by articles in many of 
the leading newspapers in the state, by 
declarations of the political parties in 
their platforms, and by the passage of a 
joint resolution by the state legislature 
on March 7, 1905, is in favor of the ex- 
Exclusion League, by articles in° many of 
whelming sentiment in the state is for law 
and order and for the protection of Japa- 
nese in their persons and their property.” 

Newspaper Expressions. 

Perhaps the comment of local Japanese 
and native newspapers afford the best 
glance into local sentiment. Welcoming 
Secretary Metcalf, The Japanese Ameri- 
can of October 31, analyzing the separa- 
tion act, says in part: 

“Firstly; the measure is a virtual 
exclusion of-Japanese from the only 
wholesome. means of assimilating 
themselves to American life. Japanese 
in this country want to adopt Ameri- 
can life in its best and most real 
spirit, and no better means can be 
had to this end than the association 
of children in schools. The exclusion 


now actually eoreirs 


education? We do not enter into a de- 
tailed description, as the facts talk 
louder than the voice. 

“*Thirdiy, the measure constitutes a 
gross violation of the treaty rights. 
It is discrimination and injustice, in- 
dignity and disgrace in every sense 
and spirit.” 

The same paper, under date of October 
31, says: 

“The action taken by the board of 
education is the refusal to. recognize 
a right already conceded under the 
existing treaty between the United 
States and Japan. Under this t®aty 
we, the Japanese in the United States, 
are entitled to receive similar treat- 
ment with the subjects of Great 
Britain, France, Germany, Austria- 
Hungary and Italy; yet the city au- 
thorities have taken an action to dis- 
criminate against children, and at the 
same time receiving the children of 
the subjects of other treaty nations. 
It is morally a disgrace to our nation. 
We must stand for the right and 
dignity of our. country. 

“We are of the opinion, however, 
that; the public sentiment of the 
Cnited States is not.in sympathy with 

e action taken by the San Franéisco 
board of editation. ‘The historical 
friendship eRisting between the 
United . States. and Japan is -nOt so 
easily to ‘be “forgotten. No, one on 
earth Kas greater confidence in the 
sincerity and uprightness of the presi- 
dent of the United States than the 
Japanese, Secretary Metcalf is the 
man who .knéws the people of this 
coast better ‘than any other man. 
Here rests our:confidence in hig com- 
ing to thig jcéast to investigate all 
conditions» ant affairs. We have 
withdrawn ar lawsuit against the 
board of education from the circuit 
court in‘ order. to ‘express our confi- 
dence in the coming of the secretary 
and his govermment’s action, We 
greet the honorable secretary with 
great hope and the cOnfidence of a 
child in his. parent.” 

To Arms! 

The same paper, on October 25, con- 
cludes an editorial, headed as above, 
with this appeal: 

“The school question of San Fran- 
cisco may seem to some a matter of 
insignificance; but viewed in the light 
of a nation’s dignity it is a.question, 
of most far-reaching consequences. 
Upon it depends our country’s status 
in the.estimation of the world; upon 
it depends the very existence of our 
empire. 

“Patriotism demands the mainte- 
nance of our dignity pure and un- 
assailed. And every loyal Japanese 
must aver himself presently with the 
weapon of righteousness in order to 
repel the assaults of the defamers. 

“The question is no longer confined 
to a handful of school children; it 
has assumed into national propor- 
tions. We doubt not for @ moment 
that every resident Japanese, backed 
by the sympathetic outburst at home, 
will participate in the struggle with 
that vigor and tenacity which have 
won for us the heights of. Nanshan 
and the impregnable redoubts of 208- 
Meter Hill.” 

A Jap Mass Meeting. 

On October 25 the Japanese Held a 
mas. meeting. Fiery speeches were 
made, and the following res°lutions pass- 
ed amid wild cheering for thé Japanese 
and the empire: 


“Resolved, That we most emphat- 
ically oppose the establishment of 
separate s¢hoolg for Japanese chil- 
dren, (2) We delegate and charge the 
Japanese Association of America with 
the task of opposing any such 4t- 
tempts ahd to give all possible assist- 
ance for the speedy realization of our 
purpose. (3) We appropriate funds 
for all necessary expenditures incident 
to the proper solution of this question.” 
The resolutions were adopted in the 

midst of deafening applause, and after 
three cheers for the Jawganese residents, 
and also for the empire. the meeting 
closed at 10:13 p. m. 


The Japs in Hawaii. 

After giving statistics showing how the 
Japanese have, by working for low 
wages and living cheaply, practically. 
supplanted the whites in Hawaii. ~The 
San Francisco Chronicle says: 

“What are we fighting for on this coast 
is that California and Oregon and Wash- 
ington shall not become what the ter- 
ritory of Hawaii now is. If the Japa- 
nese are permitted to come here freely 
nothing can prevent that except revolu- 
tion and massacre, which would be cer- 
tain. No words can describe the inten- 
sity of the hatred with which the white 
mechanics and small merchants of Ha- 
wail regard the Japanese, who have 
taken their work from them by doing 
it at prices for which they cannot do it 
except by accepting the Japanese stand- 
ard of life. Our workingmen hate the 
Japanese because they fear they will 
supplant them. The Hawaiian working 
men hate them. because they have already 
been supplanted. Belfig but a small mi- 
nority of the population the whites of 
Hawaii cannot help themselves. The 
white men of the Pacific coast are de- 
termined tliat the Orientals shall never 
be enabled to do here that which they 
have already accomplished in Hawaii. 
It will be prevented by whatever meas- 
ures are found necessary. 


Race Feeling Confessed. 


“What we are now endeavoring is to 
prevent it by such wise action on the 
part of our own and the Japanese gov- 
ernment as shall keep the races apart. 
Just now our race feeling has shown 
itself in the provision that the children 
of the races shall be kept separate in the 
schools. It is said that the Japanese 
will contest it in the courts, and if de- 
feated there will make it an ‘international

status of the Japanese children while sti 
young and uncontaminated, as they grow 
older they acquire the distinctive charac- 
ter, habits and moral standard of their 
race, which are abhorrent to, our peo- 
ple. We object to them in thé familiar 
intercourse of common school life as we 
would object to any other moral poison. 
"while weeny any moral or legal obli- 
gation to give, at public expense, any 
education whatever to any alien, and 
consequently if we choose to give as a 
matter of grace to one and deny it to 
another, we have also as a matter of 
grace provided separate schools for the 
Japanese. In all the southern states 
separate schools are provided for white 
and colored children. To say that we 
may exclude our own eolored citizens 
from the schools attended by white chil- 
dren. but shall not excinde try children 
of aliens from such schools, is not only 
absurd, but monstrous. 


No Federal Control. 


‘We deny that the federal government 
has any control whatever over- the 


-schools of this state, or any authority 


whatever to officially deal with them. 
The tenth amendment to the constitution 
declares that ‘the powers not delegated 
to the United States by the constitution, 
nor prohibited by it to the states, are 
reserved to the states. respectiveiv. or to 
the people.’ If the control of public edu- 
cation is not one of the powers by that 
clause expressty withheld from the fed- 
eral jurisdiction, then there is no such 
power thus withheld. and there is noth- 
ing in which the jurisdiction of congress 
is not supreme. Secretary Metcalf. now 
here. is not, as a United States official, 
entitled to any information whatever in 
regard to our schools. What is given is 
given as a matter of courtesy. 

“Section 2 of article 6 of the constitu- 
tion of the United States ‘says, “This con- 
stitution, and the laws of the United 
States made in pursuance thereof, and all 
treaties made. or which shall be made. 
under the authority of the United States, 
shall be the suprenmie law of the land. 
Obviously no treaty can be made by the 
United States except under its ‘authori- 
ty.’ Any, treaty made,.in excess of that 
authority is void in that particular. If 
the United States hds no ‘authority’ over 
the schools of California it cannot be 
clothed with such authority by any con- 
tract of its own with a foreign nation. 
To suppose otherwise would be’to sup- 
pose that the président and senate alone 
could. under guise of a treaty with a 
foreign nation, usurp every power now 
held ‘by any state government, arf even 
abolish those governments. If the power 
of the president and senate to enact me 
treaty that which congress and the presi- 
dent cannot enact by law exists, it has no 
limit. It does not exist. Therefore, 
whatever engagements the federal gov- 
ernment may have made with Japan with 
respect to our schools—if it has made 
any—are utterly void. 

Negroes and Japs. 

The ‘Argonaut of. November fO says: 

‘It ft to us that President Roogse- 
velt need only look out of his windows 
to note that we need no more race trou- 
bles. If he goes along Pennsylvania ave- 
nue from the white house to tae capitol 
he will see more negroes in 4 mile than 
he can see of Japanese in San Francisco 
in ten. Yet already ominous troubles are 
beginning here over a few score thou- 
sand Japanese.” In fifteen years from 
how, # the administration assumes this 
welcoming attitude toward the east coast 
of Asia. we shall have millions of Asiatics 
on the west coast of America, Are not 
the thousands of idle and lazy negroes, 
whom President Roosevelt may see any 
day in Washington;.an object lesson of 
the undesirability of *further race ‘probd- 
leme in the United States? Yet the 
Washington negroes dre far superior to 
the negroes of the black belt. We have 
had the negroes with us for a couple of 
centuries, and our troubles with them 
seem but to have begun. We have had 
the Japanese with us for less than -half 
a century and we are having more trouble 
with them already on the Pacific coast 
than with any other race, not excluding 
the Chinese.” 

South. Is Cited. 

The Atgongut reviews the history of the 
fourteenth and fifteenth amendments to 
the constitution, stating. that California 
rejected them, and says: 

“st is thirty-six yeurs since the fil- 
teenth amendment gave to the negroes 
the right to vote. Doés' President Roose- 
veh think that negroes freely exercise 
the right to vote in the southern states? 
We do not think so. It is tiirty-eignt 
years since the fourteenth amendment 
gave to negroes civil rights. Does Presi- 
dent Roosevelt think that negroes are 
granted. equal rights in theaters, hotels, 
railway trains, or street ‘cars in all the 
gtates, southern or northern? We do 
federal courts can cOerce the states into 
Wwe 
Go not think so. But if there may be 
those who doubt the soundness of our 
judgment, we may add that the United 
Siates supreme court in the celebrated 
‘slaughter house cases’ decided that the 
fourteenth amendment does not deprive 
the states of police powers; that court 
upheld the right of the states to regulate 
their domestic’ affairs; it decided tuat 
there is a citizenship of the states as 
well as of the United States; it decided 
that the states’ could vest certain privi- 
léges and immuniles with their citizens.

Declared That But For Recom- 
mendation of Jury He Would 
Have Given the Limit 
of the Law.

“the lady of the house,” was brutally 
assaulted by him. Guilty, with a rec- 
Ommendation to mercy, was ‘the verdict 
of the jury, immediately after the rendi- 
tion of which, yesterday afternoon, 
Judge Roan said: - : 


Judge Roan Passes Sentence. 

“Stand up, Turnage. Have you: any- 
thing to say why sentence of the law 
should not mow be pronounced upon 
you?” asked Judge Roan. 

“Only this, judge,’’ said the prisoner, 
without ‘tthe flicker of a nerve as he 
stood shoulder to shoulder by the side 
of his white-haired father, who trem- 
bled when he heard the verdict. ‘That I 
made a truthful statement on the stand.” 

“In deference to ‘the jury,” Said Judge 
Roan, “I will sentence you to serve 15 
vears at hard labor in the penitentiary. 
The maximum punishment I: might in- 
flict would be 20 years. ‘which is what, 
but for the recommendation of the jury, 
I would have imposed upon you.. Yours 
is one of the most brutal crimes I have 
known of, and but for the interposition 
of Providence, this good woman, who 
has a kind, motherly, Christian face, 
would have been your victim.
